An 11-year-old Grant County 
Middle School student said bullies 
broke his leg in three places after 
an altercation in the bathroom. 

The Grant County Sheriff’s 
Office is investigating, but have 
not determined who is to blame. 

“Obviously, one child does 
have a broken leg, but we don’t 
know who the real victim is,” said 
Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills. 

The story of DevinMcCracken’s 
injuries spread through Grant 


County and beyond after a family 
member posted information about 
the incident on Facebook last 
week. 

School and police said news 
media began calling and request¬ 
ing information about the alleged 
incident. 

“The case is still under investi¬ 
gation and charges could be filed,” 
said Dills. 

McCracken claims that on April 
19, he was beaten up in the boy’s 
bathroom at GCMS, where his leg 
was broken. Dills said other stu¬ 
dents in the bathroom at the time 


of the incident told police that 
McCracken and two or three oth¬ 
ers were “horsing” around in the 
bathroom when his leg was bro¬ 
ken. 

The postings on Facebook 


accused the school district of not 
protecting McCracken and chided 
police for mishandling the investi¬ 
gation. 

“We have not dropped the ball,” 
Dills said. “Even if we had a 


report, we couldn’t give it out 
because it involves a minor.” 

Don Ruberg, legal counsel for 
Grant County schools, stressed 
that there are two sides to the inci¬ 
dent. 

“We are not allowed, under 
FERPA, to talk about this situation 
and we (the school district) have 
repeatedly requested that the 
child’s mother give us permission 
to tell what happened in the inci¬ 
dent and she has refused to let us 
do that,” Ruberg said.

Financial education services, credit 
counseling, homebuyer support and fore¬ 
closure prevention also are available. 

The center will also be offering a Job 
Search Success class every other week 
beginning June 6 from 10 a.m. to noon 
every Thursday. 

“It’s a free workshop to help job seekers 
in their search,” Harris-Greene said. “It 
goes over how to conduct a job search, how

One Stop Northern Kentucky opened in 
Grant County in 2011 in response to the 
significant community need.

Sweet potatoes 
need 150 days

I was in Shepherdsville at Country Comer 
Greenhouse earlier in the week and picked 
up some good-looking sweet potato slips 
that are finally ready for the garden. Up until last 
week it has been too cold for the southern crop. 
Sweet potatoes are tropical by nature but can be 
grown successfully in Kentuckiana as long as we 
wait until it is warm (nighttime temperatures in the 
60’s). As long as they have 150 frost-free days and 
some steamy Ohio Valley weather we should be 
knee deep in sweet potatoes by Thanksgiving. 
Homegrown sweet potatoes are far superior to 
anything you would find at the grocery so if you 
love this crop as much as I do you might consider 
planting a plot. 

Sweet potatoes require little attention-other 
than keeping the weed competition down. It took 
me about five minutes to prep the row with some 
composted manure and a garden fork; and another 
few minutes to pop the dozen slips into the 
ground...they were watered in with a little fish 
emulsion and perked up the following day 
beneath a shower of soft rain. It was perfect 
timing, for once. 

Ideally the bed should be a little on the sandy 
side so that drainage is maximized but average 
garden soil amended with composted manure is 
adequate. Unlike the potato which is planted out 
in tuber form, the sweet potato is planted out as 
little seedlings called slips. You can grow your 
own slips by cutting a sweet potato into several 
chunks, suspending them on tooth picks in a 
bowl and covering half the tuber with water; 
sprouts will form and these are “harvested” as 
your slips for planting. 

Plant your slips in 
mounds about 12 inches 
apart; sink the slip so that 
the top leaves are just 
sticking above the soil 
surface. Water in (and 
irrigate when necessary, 
sweet potatoes will really 
plump up with adequate 
moisture) and wait. Many 
sweet potatoes growers 
suggest fertilizing only a 
portion of your plants so 
you can be the judge: the 
general consensus is that 
unfertilized sweet potatoes 
taste better. 

Sweet baby bakers 

Sweet potatoes are 
harvested after the first fall frost turns the foliage 
black. Carefully dig your sweet potatoes with a 
garden fork and let them dry in the sun for a 
couple of hours and then transfer them to a 
warm, shaded, well-ventilated area and spread 
them out on some screens or newspaper. Let 
them cure in the warm shade for another two 
weeks, dirt and all before you put them in 
storage. Prior to storage use your hands to rub 
off residual dirt but do not wash them. 

You can harvest “baby bakers” as they grow 
but the sweetness of the potato is enhanced if 
you wait until after frost and several weeks of 
curing. This process allows the starches to turn 
to sugar. 

Properly cured sweet potatoes can store for 
six months or more at about 50 degrees. I told 
my husband I want him to dig me a root cellar 
for Christmas this year...I plan on a bountiful 
harvest. But if this wish does not come true a 
cool corner of the basement will have to do. 
Some old time sweet potato growers are emphatic 
about not disturbing your sweet potatoes until 
you are ready to eat them. This is why, they say, 
homegrown sweet potatoes are better than store- 
bought, too. Store-bought sweet potatoes see a 
lot of movement, which causes the sugars to 
constantly move through the tuber hastening 
undetectable spoilage; the homegrown variety 
sits quietly which allows the sugars to settle to 
the bottom, keeping the tuber fresher and 
sweeter. 

If you decide to grow sweet potatoes annually 
then be sure to rotate the crop to control potential 
insect problems. There are few pests, really, but 
if you plant in the same place year after year the 
sweet potato weevil may find itself a permanent 
home.

We don’t want to be “judgmental” so we 
don’t say anything when Christian people 
continue in sin. 

We don’t want to “rock the boat,” so 
we give sermons and teachings that sound 
more like motivational talks and self help 
than the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

We don’t want to “be holier than thou” 
even though the very Bible we proclaim de¬ 
mands us to be holy as God is holy. 

We are 
delusional 
when we 

think sin 

doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. Because 
sin destroys 
families , 
churches, 
individuals. 
We need to 
come out of 
the sin de¬ 
lusion and 
begin to see 
more clearly 
the effect of 
living a luke¬ 
warm Chris¬ 
tian life, where anything goes. Christ’s 
death on the cross allows us to be clean 
before God and to live that way. When 
we don’t call gossip, hatred, anger, adul¬ 
tery, fornication, addiction, and divisive¬ 
ness.sin, we are ignoring what sent 

Jesus to the Cross. 

We all have sinned and fall short of the 
glory of God. (Romans 3:23) 

Because of our sin we need Jesus, to re¬ 
deem us. We need the Holy Spirit to con¬ 
vict us and we need other believers to help 
us. It is my prayer that you and I and all 
who follow the Lord seek to live in purity 
and holiness and honor our Savior.

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Hicks steps down as GCHS basketball coach

Grant County High School is looking 
for a new basketball coach after Jim 
Hicks is moving back to Eastern Kentucky 
after this school year. 

Hicks came to Grant County in 2010 
and amassed a 48-42 record in three sea¬ 
sons as the boys head basketball coach. 

Hicks said his decision to leave is 
what he believes to be in the best interest 
of him and his family. 

“Former superintendent Mike Hibbett 
brought me in three years ago and he 
made it clear that he wanted the basket¬ 
ball program to be important. He gave me 
a lot of resources and made it important. 
There was a change and Mike Hibbett 
left. I am leaving Grant County because I 
want to,” Hicks said. 

Hicks said he felt that he was not 
given support from the school or dis¬ 
trict’s administration. 

“I was not asked to leave, but I was 
not encouraged in any way to stay either,” 
he said. 

A claim Grant County Superintendent 
Ron Livingood disputes. 

“Coach Hicks was not asked to leave. 
We wanted him to stay because of his 
commitment to the basketball program. 


We did expect him to focus first on aca¬ 
demics ,” Livingood said. 

The search for Hick’s replacement has 
been started. According to Grant County 
High School Principal Claudette Herald, 
Hicks has resigned as the basketball 
coach, but not from his teaching position. 
She said he had indicated that he would 
do so once his contract was over and the 
school year had ended. 

Hicks currently works as one of two of 
the districts credit recovery instructors. 

Herald said his position has been 
posted and she anticipated putting a com¬ 
mittee together composed of herself, 
Athletic Director Steve Thompson, a par¬ 
ent from the school’s SB DM council and 
two basketball parents or members of the 
boosters club. 

“We’ve already received several appli¬ 
cations. We’ll meet this week and review 
them and decide which candidates we are 
going to bring in for an interview,” she 
said. 

Hicks said that he believes he is leav¬ 
ing the program in good shape. 

“We worked really hard the last three 
years and we gave something to be proud 
of,” Hicks said. 

Hicks credited support from parents 
and boosters as another reason for the 



basketball team was successful. 

“I love my players and my coaching 
staff and I had a great booster club. The 
parents have also been very supportive, 
which meant a lot to me,” Hicks said. 

Bobby Burgess, a member of the 
GCHS booster club for more than 20 
years, said he’s sorry that Hicks is leav¬ 
ing. 

“I’m really hurt, not only I but the 
kids, parents and even people in the com¬ 
munity,” Burgess said. “I don’t think he 
got a fair shake to stay here, even though 
he had a job with the school district.” 

Hicks will be moving to Pikeville and 


has accepted a coaching job at Shelby 
Valley High School, which has won 
seven regional titles in the last 15 years, 
as well as a state championship in 2010. 

“I just hope the players here at Grant 
County continue to work hard and play 
together as a team because that is why we 
won,” Hicks said. “I have always talked 
to them about priorities with God being 
number one, family number two, school 
number three and basketball number 
four.” 

Hicks led the Grant County Braves to 
a 6-0 record in regular season district 
play, for the first time in the school’s his¬ 
tory. 

“We were fifth in the state in team 
defense allowing only 47 points per 
game,” he said. “Even though we lost in 
the championship game of the district on 
a last second shot in overtime, I was so 
proud of the effort and intensity that my 
team played with. I have never had a 
team play that hard.” 

Hicks, who often paced the sidelines 
and yelled during games, said that was a 
sign of his passion for basketball. 

“Basketball has and always will be a 
big part of my life. Sports in general 
should be important to a school system 
and to a community,” Hicks said.

FERPA is the Family Educational Rights 
and Privacy Act, a federal law that protects the 
privacy of student education records. General¬ 
ly, schools must have written permission from 
a parent or guardian in order to release any in¬ 
formation from the student’s records. 

Ruberg said the incident is not only being 
investigated by the Grant County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice, but the school district and the Office of 
Educational Accountability. 

Dills said that social media can be both a 
blessing and a curse for law enforcement. 

“We’ve been able to use Facebook to ob¬ 
tain information about break-ins and drugs,” 
Dills said. 

He said police have used the social sites to 
locate felons and recover stolen property. 

“Some have posted photos of themselves 
with stolen merchandise,” he said. “We even 
had a convicted felon with an outstanding war¬ 
rant who posted a photo of himself holding 
guns. When we picked him up on the warrant, 
we were able to charge him with other charges 
because of the Facebook posting.” 

Dills said most of the information he has 
received from social media comes to his per¬ 
sonal Facebook page. 

“I’d say that I receive at least one or two 
tips a day and sometimes as many as 10 or 12,” 
he said. 

On the flip side, social media and public 
postings can sometimes hinder an investiga¬ 
tion. 

“We get a lot of complaints from people 
over harassing communications because they 
go back and forth on social sites and then 
there’s the situation when mis-information 
makes its rounds. It may look like we are con¬ 
cealing something, but the law may prohibit us 
from discussing the case, especially when you 
are talking a case involving a juvenile,” Dills 
said.

Camp Cranium offers hands-on 
summer learning program

A new hands-on educa¬ 
tional camp will combine 
Angry Birds, self-defense, 
anatomy and more this sum¬ 
mer at Williamstown 
Elementary. 

Camp Cranium, which will 
take place from 9 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. June 17- June 21, will 
allow students to problem 
solve, collaborate and create. 

The camp is for incoming 
first through sixth graders at 
Williamstown Elementary for 
the 2013-14 school year.

“It’s going 
to require us to have more 
counselors to work one-on- 
one with the students.” 

In order to keep class sizes 
down, the camp is trying to 
limit enrollment to around 60 
students. 

There will be six different 
programs throughout the 
camp.

• Angry Bird Math and 
Science: Using the popular 
Angry Birds game, students 
will delve into the concepts of 
energy, force, acceleration, 
speed, angles and distance. 

“This is the one they are 
really excited about,” Linder 
said. “They’re going to be 
building their own wooden 
catapults and making little 
Angry Birds. We’re going to 
be talking about launching 
angles and doing experiments 
with that.” 

• What Makes This 
Machine Of Ours Work?: 
Anatomy and the functions of 
the human body will be dis¬ 
cussed in a way children can 
appreciate. 

“They’re going to be doing 
disgusting, hands-on experi¬ 
ments like the digestive sys¬ 
tem,” Linder said. “They’ll 
have Sprite in a zip lock bag 
and they’ll put bread down the 
tube and it’s going to become 
fizzy mush. We cover every 
system. We’re going to talk 
about snot and the benefits of 
it. The kids are going love 
it.” 

• Indulgology- Students 


will study nutrition while 
learning to make healthy 
snacks. 

“We’re even going to teach

Linder said. “They’re going to 
be making their own snacks 
and getting their own little 
recipe book idea for fun 
snacks they’ve never thought 
of making before. Most of 
them will be things they can 
make for themselves.” 

• Money Management for 
Kids- The campers will learn 
about earning money and how 
to save it, along with getting a 
take-home chore chart that 
can be used by families as a 
reward system. 

• Labrication- How to epi¬ 
cycle products instead of 
throwing them away. 

“We’re taking products 
that people typically throw 
out and don’t use,” Linder 
said. “The kids are taking silk 
ties and take apart and do dye 
transfers onto silk scarves.

We’re going to take old thrift 
shop dishes and use clear seal¬ 
ant and stack them to make 
garden decor. It’s just reusing 


junk and making beautiful 
things.” 

• Childrens’ Self Defense- 
A certified instructor will 
teach how to overcome the 
fear and excitement of con¬ 
frontation and how to prevent 
being a victim of bullying or 
an attempted abduction. 

Camp Cranium will help 
provide extra enrichment time 
for students and keep their 
minds going during the sum¬ 
mer, said Linder.
